BRITAIN COMES TO THE RESCUE 
It can now be said that Great Britain is not 
u ngratefu l. The British government, despite the 
left wing of the Labou r Party, has come to the 
rescu e of the United States. While the United 
States has been losing part of its gold su pply, 
Great Britain has been improving its gold posi­ 
tion, so that it now holds gold reserves am ou nt­ 
ing to more than $3,000,000,000. Becau se the 
United States is short of gold. G reat Britain has 
paid back before the du e date, between March 
1959 and September 1960, $785,000,000 — rou ghly 
a qu arter of its total reserves of gold and con­ 
vertible cu rrency. W hatever is paid to the United 
States at this time, helps to restore ou r gold re­ 
serve and to maintain the valu e of the dollar. 
Also, the British have stepped u p foreign lend­ 
ing, particu larly to the loss-developed cou ntries, 
thu s taking a load off the United States, Du ring 
the cu rrent year, the British have contribu ted 
abou t $448,000,000; du ring 1959-1960, they con­ 
tribu ted $364,000,000. 
The British have also removed nearly all of 
the restrictions on imports which had su rvived 
since 1939. Imports from the United States were 
u p more than 60 per cent in the first, half of I960. 
Britain's economic position is stronger than it 
has boon since the end of World W ar II. Its in­ 
du strial produ ction has risen 10 per cent; u nem ­ 
ployment amou nts to very little. Instalm ent bu y­ 
ing. a new departu re for the British, has dou bled. 
Du ring 1960, Britain’s economy showed signs 
of inflation which the government resisted. The 
British have had ample ex perience with inflation 
and will take no chances with it. Unlike American 
politicians, the British do not risk the w'oll-bcing 
of their cou ntry in the interest of their own elec­ 
tion.

Gov . Nelson A. Rockefeller of New 
York that Arizona was “ in the 
bag” for the Rep ublicans. 
‘Judging from the p eop le who 
turned out here.” said Kennedy , 
“it’s a mighty thin bag.” 
Sav s Nix o n to Retire 
Arizona's largest p olitical turn­ 
out of the y ear greeted Kennedy . 
There were y in estimated 5,000 to 
10.000 at the airp ort, 2,000* at a 
breakfast and 5,000 at an outdoor 
sp eech. 
He .added that Goldv v ater’s p res­ 
idential 
nomination 
p rosp ects in 
19 64 may be imp rov ed “ because 
we’re going to retire Mr. Nix on 
to beautiful California.” 
Kennedy struck at the Rep ub­ 
lican record on conserv ation and 
said, “ Do y ou believ e the Rep ub­ 
lican p arty , committed to no new 
starts—how’ can 
they build 
Ari­ 
zona?” 
He said dams all ov er the Unit­ 
ed States are memorials to Frank­ 
lin D. Roosev elt, but the memorial 
of this administration was con­ 
tained in three words—‘No new 
starts.” 
Leav ing Phoenix Kennedv flew 
eastward with stop s at Albuquer­ 
que. N. M.; in Tex as and Okla­ 
homa City . 
Charg es Failures 
At one p oint a jet p lane swep t 
ov erhead making it difficult to be 
heard at the Phoenix rally , and 
Kennedy looked up and cracked: 
“ All the p eop le are down here, 
Dick,” 
He said the administration had 
failed in the areas of outer sp ace 
ex p loration and conv ersion of salt 
water into fresh. 
“We hav e to recognize we arc 
face to face with a dangerous ad­ 
v ersary .” he said, “and unless we 
mov e forward what hap p ens to Af­ 
rica, what hap p ens to the United 
States, what hap p ens to Arizona? 
That is the great issue of our 
time. I ask y our help in p icking 
this country up and mov ing it into 
the six ties.”

This was the 
no to rio us Piltdo wn man, fo und in England in 
19 11 by an amateur geo lo gist, Charles Dawso n. 
A mo dern-ty pe human skull to gether with a 
chimpanzeelike jaw were reco v ered fro m a 
grav el bed at Pilt Do wn. 
Try as they might, scientists co uld no t reco n­ 
cile the two . It was co ntrary to ev ery thing 
ev o lutio n was based o n. The strange thing was 
giv en an impressiv e name, Eo a n th ro p u s d a w- 
so n i— Dawso n’s Dawn Man. Dr. J . H. McGrego r 
o f Co lumbia Univ ersity included him in his 
famo us series o f busts o f fo ssil men, and an­ 
thro po lo gists tried, v ainly , to fo rget abo ut him. 
In 19 49 , Kenneth P. Oakiey o f the British Mu­ 


seum, who had been perfecting the fluo rine 
dating metho d, tested the bo ne fragments. By 
measuring the amo unt o f fluo rine they had 
abso rbed fro m the so il, he co uld tell if they 
were the same age. 
The result, which ev ery o ne w'as reliev ed to 
hear, was that the skull was indeed pretty o ld— 
abo ut 50.000 y ears—but just an o rdinary Ho mo 
sa p ien s. The jaw\ ho wev er, was that o f a mo d­ 
ern chimpanzee that had been ex pertly do c­ 
to red to lo o k like a fo ssil. So meo ne, no o ne 
kno ws who o r why , had pulled a clev er ho ax . 
One o f the mo st recent finds has been made 
at the Olduv ai Go rge in East Africa, site o f 
fo ssil digging since the early part o f the cen­ 
tury . In 19 59 , after a 30 y ears’ search, Dr.

L. S. B. Leakey , a British archeo lo gist, un­ 
earthed a skull which he believ es represents 
“ the remains o f the earliest human ev er fo und.” 
Leakey dates his to o lmaking Zin ja n th ro p n s 
(East Africa man) as hav ing liv ed 6 00,000 y ears 
ago , which places him far back o n the family 
tree o f man. That tree co ntains numero us 
strange names, representing fragments o f hu­ 
man fo ssils that hav e been fo und in scattered 
parts o f the wo rld during the past century . 
It was also fro m Africa, in the 19 20s, that 
wo rd came that so mething v ery like the “ miss­ 
ing link” had been fo und. The sto ry o f this, 
po ssibly , mo st ancient ape man o f all and o f his 
fight fo r reco gnitio n deserv es a chapter o f its 
o wn.

Appellate Court 
Orders New Trial 
In Perjury Case 


Justices 
of 
the 
Supreme 
Court’s Appellate division have 
reversed two second degree per­ 
jury convictions 
against Mrs. 
Robert L. Hicks, 40, Hy de Park, 
and ordered 
a new trial in 
Dutchess County court. 
Mrs. Hicks appealed the con­ 
victions after a trial jury found 
her guilty of the charges which 
accused her of ly ing to a grand 
jury during an investigation of 
the automobile death of Jam es 
Ross, 37, a Poughkeepsie music 
teacher in February , 19 58. She j 
wras sentenced to 60 day s in jail, 
which she served. 
The convictions were reversed 
because of errors the Appellate 
court held County Judge John 
R. Schwartz committed in his 
charge to the jury . Reversal of 
the convictions also w'as based 
on law, with the Appellate court 
affirming the "findings of fact 
implicit in the jury ’s verdict." 
The 
Appellate 
Court 
said, > 
"with respect to the fundamental 
J 
rule applicable to prosecutions 
for perjury , the trial judge failed | 
to charge the jury that a con-’ 
viction for perjury may not rest 
only upon the uncorroborated 
testimony of a single witness.” 
The court ruled further that 
"although there were no excep­ 
tions or requests on behalf of 
the appellant, in our opinion the 
failure to charge that rule was 
prejudicial to appellant’s rights 
and requires a new trial in the 
interest of justice, particularly 
since the corroborating evidence 
was of slight probative value and 
might well have been disregard­ 
ed by the jury if they were in­ 
structed as to the rule to be ap­ 
plied." 
Mrs. Hicks was accused of 
falsely telling grand jurors she 
did not see a broken window' in 
a car owned by Vincent R. Cra­ 
mer, of Poughkeepsie, and that 
she did not see broken glass on 
Cramer’s jacket after Ross was 
fatally injured. The prosecution 
produced at trial witnesses who 
contended Mrs. Hicks lied on 
both 
points. 
Authorities 
said 
Cramer’s car was involved in the 
fatal accident.

In Buffalo, rain forced cancella­ 
tion of an outdoor Johnson rally . 

Democrats estim at­ 
ed 40,000 persons turned out to see 
the senator during a motorcade. 
Johnson charged that “the Re­ 
publican Party has never support­ 
ed a big step forward in sex ual 
security .”

"Mr. Nix on, don’t try to tell us 
black is white, that elephants fly 
or that the moon is made of green 
cheese," Johnson told a cheering 
Buffalo rally . 
In Rochester, where Nix on had 
called Kennedy an "economic ig­ 
noramus,” Johnson said policies 
of the Republican administration 
were “lined up against th^ little 
man.” 
Johnson also declared that the 
Republicans were “too tired and 
inert to seize the initiative in the 
cold war.”

Voters will act Tuesday on the 
propositions. One calls for a $75- 
million bond issue to buy land for 
ex pansion of state and local parks 
and recreation areas. 
The other would increase to $44 
million an annual riate subidy to 
help localities with public housing 
and urban renewal projects. The 
present ceiling is $39 *million. 
Frank C. Moore, chairman of

• White to creamv-white fat 
outlining the beef for juiciness.

• Firm, fine-textured lean for 
tenderness. 
• Well-marbled lean for juici­ 
ness and flavor. 
Although there are eight offi­ 
cial government grades of beef, 
only two 
USD A Choice and

The highest grade, 
U SD A Prime, is primarily sold 
to hotels and restaurants, while 
the lower grades, are ordinarily 
made into canned and dried beef 
products.
